ELECTRIC SYSTEM IN OPERATION. 


After Weeks of Preliminary Trial the New 
Power Is Finally Adopted, 

After several weeks of preliminary running 
the North Chicago Street railway has put in 
regular operation its underground electric 
system on Webster and Fullerton avenues. 
Two motors are employed to haul the trailers 
around the loop, making connection with the 
Lincoln avenve trains. 

The system in-use is controjled by the Love 
Electric Traction company, and in operation 
it is much the sanre in appearance as a cable 
line. The wire which furnishes current for 
the motor is carried in an underground con- 
duit with slot rail very much the 
same as on the cable lines. The conduit, 


however, is much shallower, and there is less 


expense in building, as the heavy yokes are 
replaced by much lighter ones. Thd wires are 
strung on nor-conductors, and the trolley, 
which takes up the power, runs in the slot, as 


a cable’s grip. 


The line has been in operation as an electric 
road for the last two days, though trial trips 
have been run by the motors for several 
weeks. It Yuns west on Fullerton avenue, 
from the intersection of Lincoln avenue and 
Halsted street, to Racine avenue, 
south on Racine avenue to Web.

[Practical cattlemen largely interested in John- 
son County, Wyo., and conversant with the situa- 
tion in that section of the State where there is 
trouble at present with ‘“‘rustlers’’ or cattle 
thieves, related the following to a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE yesterday; 

“For the last ten years honest cattlemen have 
been overrun with ‘rustiers,) who are a lawless 
class of people, preying on the public and paying 
no taxes. These thieves have: organized a system 
of ‘round-ups’ contrary tolaw. During the win- 
ter the cattle wander, and in the spring they are 
all driven into a designated section and sorted out 
to their owners according to the brands on them. 
This is called ‘rounding up. The Legislature 
of Wvoming has passed. an act requiring these 
‘round-ups’ to be laid out by the cattle-owners 
at a designated point on the first Tuesday ‘in 
April of each year. In the face of this law 
the ‘rustlers’ have undertaken to  or- 
ganize a system of ‘round-ups’ to suit 
themselves, and have endeavored to 
take things into their own hands. The situation 
for legitimate cattlemen is made more serious by 
the fact that some of the county officers are hand 
and glove with the ‘rustlers,’

REORGANIZE THE BUILDING DEPART- 
MENT. 


After an investigation lasting several days a 


Coroner’s jury composed of intelligent men 


has brought in a verdict to the effect that the 
seven persons who were killed by the fall of 
tne building on Pearce street came to their 
death through the “ignorance and criminal 
carelessness’ of the architect employed by 
the owner of the building and the “criminal 
carelessness and grave neglect”? of the Com- 
missioner of Buildings and two of his subor- 
dinates. It is recommended, therefore, that 
the owner and architect, the Commissioner, 
and the two inspectors be held to await the 
action of the grand jury. 

Those who havé read the full reports of the 
testimony printed in Tar Trrsune will not be. 
inclined to question the correctness of the 
findings of the jury. Mr. Adler, the archi- 
tect, who was one of the witnesses, swore that 
“owing to the absence of sufficient anchor- 
age and of internal bracing generally the in- 
ternal structure contributed little or nothing 
to the stiffness of the walls.”’ As the weather 
was bad the mortar did not set, and hence the 
walls had no rigidity of their own, Those who 
put up the building during bad weather should 
have known how necessary it was to take ex- 
tra precautions, The employés of the Build- 
ing Department should have seen that the re- 
quirements of the ordigances about sufficient 
anchorage and internal bracing were complied 
wifh, but they failed to do so. 

The head of that department admitted that 
the inspection of buildings as now carried on 
was almost if not entirely worthless, and 
claimed that it could not be otherwise consid- 
ering his limited force. That may be a good 
argument before a petit jury. It could have 
no weight with a body which was seeking to 
find. out how certain persons came to their 
death. ‘Lhe fact that this particular architect 
did what others had done as regards cheap 
and faulty construction, and the further fact 
that the owner is ruined by the fall of the 
building, were not matters which should in- 
fluence the Coroaer’s jury. . Its verdict ap- 
pears to be an ewinently proper one. 

As far as criminal proceedings are con- 
cerned the matter is now in the bancs of the 
gtand jury. But there is ano branch of 
the case where jurisdiction is by the 
Mayor, Whatever else the testimony taken 
may have shown it proved the utter, absolute, 
unqualified, and confessed worthlessness of 
the Building Department under its present 
head. The system may be bad, as Mr. 
O'Neill claims, but it is clear that be and his 
subotdinates would make a good one of no 
falue. The force under his management is 
demoralized from center to circumference. 
A portion of Mr. O’Neill’s time is given up to 
the sale of sugar and molasses, a respectable 
business to which the Commissioner should 
devote himself exclusively. The actions of 
his subordinates and condition of the records 
of the office prove that he is not fit to be an 
executive officer. As for his inspectors, their 
duties appear to have been largely political. 
The inspection of primaries and ward meet- 
ings, or the examination of saloons, was their 
real business. As far as is known that is what 
they were appoiuted for by Mr. O'Neill, Had 
they inspected the Pearce street buildmg they 
would have neglected their labors. 

The Commissioner has admitted that in- 
spection as carried on by him is worthless. 
Clearly then it is his duty to step out and see 
if the Mayor cannot find a man who can do 
better than he has done. He should resign, 
not because he has been held to the grand 
jury and may be indicted, but because he is 
of no use where he is. If he does not have a 
keen enough sense of the eterndl fitness of 
things to resign the Mayor should dismiss 
him and putin a man who does not sweeten 
his official life with sugarand molasses, and 
who will reorganize a department which the 
Coroner’s jury says is “conducted in a care- 
less and unbusinesslike manner” and “the 
complete reorganization’ of which is recom - 
mended, 

The duty of the chief executive officer of 
the city is so plain that it would seem like an 
insult to point it out to him. He has before 
him O’Nvill’s confession of incompetency 
and the record of his subordinates. That is 
enough for him to act on. 


INDISCRIMINATE PRAISE OF JEFFERSON. 

The celebration of Jefferson's birthday 
enabled a number of enthusiastic Democrets 
in different parts of the country to extol his 
virtues as well as to offer up their prayers for 


the welfare cf his successor in the affections 


of the party, Grover Cleveland. Some of the 
eulogiums of the dear departed went a little 


too far, however, and smacked too much of 


that undiscriminating. praise which is often 
bestowed upon the dead. 

Senator Palmer wrote to one set of cel- 
ebrants: “I believe that Jefferson possessed 
the truest conceptions of the proper functions of 
government, and the clearest comprehension of 
the limitations of the Constitution.” Don 
Dickinson remarked at another gathering of 
worshipers that “Jefferson alone of all the 
founders of the republic believed in its sta- 
bility.”’ 

Mr. Jefferson’s theories of the proper rela- 
tion of the government to the citizens are one 
thmg. His theories of the proper relation of 
the National Government to the State govern- 
ments are quite a different thing.

WHY PALMER LEFT THE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY. 


In his speech in reply to Senator Chandler 
Senator Palmer said that he left the Repub- 
lican party ‘“*when it began to take up Whig 
heresies, including protection.” He seceded 
from that purty in 1872, refused to support 
Grant, and voted for Greeley.' His reasons 


for doing'so were stated by him iat that time ; 


and they are more likely to be correct than 
those he advances now, twenty years after his 
return to the Democratic party. Age has 
dulled his memory, but time has not obliter- 
ated his record. In his speech at Decatur, 
Ill., May 25, 1872, defending his new depart- 
ure, he had this and only this tq say on the 
subject of protection: 

Is there any Republican policy on the ‘tariff 
question? There isnone in the Democratic party, 
and there is none among the Liberals. I know 
that at Springfield the other day Mr, J. Y. Scam- 
mon drew a platform [the Republican one] in 
which he asserted that the national taxes and the 
national debt have been reduced. These are as- 


.sernons of what has been done, but I am looking 


now for the statement as to what shall be done 
hereafter. He made the convention say : 

“ That thé necessities of governmdént require so 
large a tariff upon imports that the! question of 
free trade is not one now before the American 
people. The one question before it!is how to so 
adjust the tariff that it will most promote the la- 
bor industry and general welfare of ‘the country 
without being oppressive to any one interest of 
society, and we know no better way to dispose of 


this subject than that adopted by the Republican | 


party in Congress, to learn wisdom .from experi- 
ence, to reduce taxauon as fast as rossible, and to 
remove all unnecessary burdens from the necessa- 
ries of life,” 

That is as good a platform upon ithe tariff as 
apy party in this country can make, bat it 
amounts to pothing. The only honest course in 
respect to that subject is that of the Cincinnati 
convention. Recognizing the impospibility of an 
agreement in any national party updn the tariff 
question, we have expreasly declared tnat it shal! 
be remitted to tbe people of the Congressional 
districts as po party question, and the wisdom of 
that will be abundantly illustrated in this: Wher- 
ever you find manufactories springing up you will 
find a strong, growing feeling for protection, and 
the mechanics.the laborers, and the capitalists de- 
sire protection for their industry. In the rural dis- 
tricts the people are inclining toward free trade, 
and these feelings will fluctuate and change as 
the country progresses. 

The Senator says “it now stems a lu- 
dicrous principle that the question of protec- 
tion should be referred to the Congressiona!| 
districts.”” But it satisfied his intellect in 
1872. No doubt he has changetl his views 
since then, but the fact remains that he did 
not leave the Republican party be¢ause it had 
*taken up the Whig heresy of protection,”’ 
The tariff pohcy of that year did) not excite 
his disgust. 

Why then did he leave? He gave the 
reasons in his Decatur speech. They were: 
Because Federal officeholders controlled the 
party organization and ran the politics of the 
country; because President Grant, while a 
great soldier, had not shown the qualities of a 
étatesman, had selected a poor Cabinet, had 
tried to acquire Santo Domingo, had made 
war on Charles Sumner, had appointed his 
brother-in-law to office, spent part of the sum- 
mer at the seaside, and had been to New 
York, Boston, and the West; be¢ause when 
the Grand Duke Alexis was here the govern- 
ment fitted out a hunting expedition on the 
plains for him, and Gen. Sheridan went out 
with him to kill buffalo; because if Grant 
were elected Sherman or some other “ mere 
military man’’ would be elected in 1876; be- 
eause Gen, Sheridan ordered troops to Chi- 
cago after the great fire to protect govern- 
ment property and Grant sustained him in do- 
ing so against Palmer’s protest; and because 
he wanted State governments respected ‘ and 


‘their authority asserted and defended—that is 


the foundation of my difference with Gun. 
Grant’s Admin istration.” 

There is the reason why he left the Republic- 
an party. It did not grow out of protection, 
but out of the fact that Gen. Sheridar ordered 
United States troops to Chicago to protect 
g°vernment property or property which was 
under the supervision of the government, 
without consulting Gov. Palmer and obtaining 
his consent. Grant sustained Sheridan and 
Palmer quarreled with him. The Republic- 
an party sustained Grant and Palmer quar- 
reled with it, That was the genesis:of hia 
exodus from the Republican organization.

Not the least objectionable feature of this out- 
rageous tariff is the reseatment it inspires in for- 
eign artists, and the difficult position in which 
our own art.students abroad aré.thereby placed. 
Our young men and women go to Raris, and are 
received with open arms, never paying a sou for 
their education, so far as public galleries and in- 
struction are concerned. Their works are well 
hung and generously treated. They make reputa- 
tion which brings them fortune more or less great. 
At the exposition of 1889 American artists re- 


ceived 104 medals and reecompenses, the largest 


number ever given toa fareign country. We re- 
pay this magnanimity by virtually slamming our 
doors in the face of Europe. We said to Millet 
when sent here for exhibition—-an exhibition of 
inealeulable benefit to the artists and public— 
“Remain in bond longer than a year,~and you 
must pay into our custom-house 90 per cent of 
your value.” So this wonderful educator was 
galloped through the country in order to get back 
to New York in time to take a steamer before the 
twelve months were up! 

It ought not to be necessary to present any 
argument for the removal of this unjust tax, 
which is a blow alike at the education of the 
people and the inspiration of the artist. It 


ought to be enough that the entire body of 


- American artists demands its annulment and 


has, over and over again, asked that it shall 
be relieved from its injurious operation. At 
the forthcoming gathering of the new organ- 
ization the artists will have an opportunity of 
meeting Congressmen. They should then be 
prepared to present their demand in an em- 
phatic fashion—a demand which will, be 
strengthened by the patronage under the 
auspices of which they are to meet. 
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IS THE FARMER CHEATED? 

The St. Paul Pioneer-Press has entered upon 
an exhaustive comparison of wheat prices in 
Liverpool with those at several points in the 
United States, and especially in the Northb- 
west, with the object of ascertaining if there 
be any truth in the charge that the farmer is 
systematieally robbed by grain buyers and 
handlers. It has taken the avertiyge prices of 
each of the last four months in the last 
three calendar years at New York, Chicago, 
Duluth, Crovkston, Fargo, 
Huron, and Aberdeen. Taking from them the 
corresponding prices at Liverpool and making 
allowance for the costs of transportation, in- 
surance, and intermediate handling it finds wide 
differences to exist, but arrives at the con- 
clusion that there has recently been a margin 
of about 10 cents per bushel which disappears 
somewhere. “It 1s cledriy not at the primary 
market, not in transit to the port of ship- 
ment, and not in excessive transportation 


charges that the (this) profit of the farmer 


disappears. But it is evident that the grower 
has received only a part of the advance on the 
latest crop due to the rise in prices at Liver- 
pool, and this is one of the most interesting 
conclusions arrived at in the investigation. It 
serves to show that under a greater pressure 
to realize the intermediate buyer and handler 
was able to insist on a greater margin of 
profit than he could command in other recent 
years. 

Tne Pioneer-Press thiaks it inust be admit- 
ted from a study of the facts that some ma 
lign influence keeps the American market for 
wheat at a figure “‘ very cousiderably ’’ lower 
than it ought to be under normal conditions. 
It sees no reason why prices in the great cen- 
ters of the grain trade in the United States 
should not vary substantially as the price in 
Liverpool. It thinks the price at Chicago 
should be the price in Liverpool, minus the 
cost of transferring the grain from the first 
point to the second. In tracing the course of 
a bushel of wheat from the place of produc- 
tien to the ultimate market it also finds addi- 
tions to the cost as it moves towards the con- 
sumer which are not accounted for by the 
cost of carriage, and which one would think 
could hardly be due to apprcpriations of 
profit by the persons who ship and handle it. 
“A margin so large [as ten cents] could 
scarcely be absorbed by a set of middlemen, 
acting without any very close codperation,, 
without the public becoming aware of it and 
essaying acorrection.”’ It is claimed to be an 
indubitable fact that the American markets 
for wheat are unduly depressed as compared 
with the other markets of the world, that 


prices do not fise as freely here as they do 


where our produce is sold, and that “ the 
farmer of the United States has something 
more than a duinb and unreasoning sense of 
injustice, has a fact on his side, when he com- 
plains that he does not receive the full benetit 
which the world’s demand should bring to 
him in better prices for his produce.”’ 

It is probable the greater difference against 
the producer on the crop of last year than on 
a preceding one can be explained legitimate- 
ly by reference to the fact that the selling 
pressure was heavier here than abroad. It 
was felt the grain had to be sold, and the spec. 
ulators were unusually bearish in consequence, 
while 1t is more than. likely our markets had 
alsu to carry the load of some of the grain 
bought in Russia by English and German im- 
porters for shipment in thespring. But it is 
open to quostion if cash prices would not have 
ranged lower had there been no opportunity 
for speculative selling against its purchase in 
far greater volume than wanted at the time 
for consumption. Then it may be remem- 
bered that each of the men engaged in buying 


or selling the grain expects to make 
a profit, or a commission, that the 
latter may not have been allowed for 


in the comparison, and that another important 
fact appears not to have been taken into the ac- 
count—namely: loss of quantity in transporta- 
tion. There is more or less spilling of the 
grain every time it is handled, the cars leak en 
route, and some people say that systematic 
stealing is practiced at different points, the 
whole making an average loss of not far from 
2 per cent in quantity between the producer in 
the Northwest and the miller who buys on de- 
livery across the Atlantic. There must bea 
practical allowance for all this, and when it is 
made the outstanding difference may further 
be diminished a little by the fact that at least 
in some parts of the country considerable 
quantities of wheat are bought 
from the wagon of the farmer as No. 
2 which would not grade higher than 
The average 
farmer resents as a grave insult any intima. 
tion that his grain is not as good in quality as 
that of his neighbor. After this fact has been 
duly made a note of on the balance sheet it 
will then be in order to admit that the eleva- 
tor charges in the ports of Buffalo and New 
York are excessively extortionate, and that the 
merchant who patronizes other routes makes 
as much profit as possible out of that fact, as 
he sells in competition with grain that has 
been subjected to those extortions. If the

CAPTURED BY VENEZUELAN REBELS. 


Twe Government Vessels Filled with Arms 
Beized by Crespo’s Followers, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |. 

Caracas, Venezuela, April 14.—Word has 
just been received here of the capture by the 
revolutionists of two government vessels 
which were loaded with arms and munitions 
of war for the government forces, This is re- 
garded by Gen. Crespo’s followers as a great 
stroke of luck, as arms and ammunition are 
what the insurgents have been so anxious 
to secure. The capture of the vessels 
was great . surprise to their 
commanders, who were proceeding leisurely 
on their way to a friendly port when a rebel 
warship hove in sight, bore down upon them, 
and got possession of the vessels without a 
struggle. .The event was celebrated with 
mucn rejoicing in Crespo’s camp at Valencia, 
The insurgents now consider that they have 
gained a ded advantage and it is said that 
nr will soon begin their march toward this 
city. 

Shortly after the capture of the government 
vessels the revolutionists were further re- 
joiced to learn that in two skirmishes with 
Palacio’ troops their advance guard had won 
decided victories. The news has increased 
the feeling of uneasiness and despondency in 
Caracas. among FPalacio’s partisans and 
strengthened the cause of his enemies.

Panis, April 14.—A winisterial crisis has 

unexpectedly taken place in Rome in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the ministry to grant 
& new credit for the purchase of guns. The 
Minister of War has resigned and several of 
his colleagues leave office with him. The 
reason why the King and the Ministers refuse 
to grant a military credit is because Italy is 
suffering from a heavy financial embar- 
rassinent 
policy inaugurated by Crispi really 
threatens to ruin this fair coun- 
try. The Ministers, indeed, have continually 
told their friends that whatever crisis might 
come would be due far more to financial than 
to political troubles, and that it would prob- 
ebly have a grave effect on the. European 
bourses. The task of forming a new Cabinet 
has been assigned to Premier Rudini, one of 
whose objects 18 to increas® the amount of 
taxes by 20.000,000 lire ($5,000,000), That he 
will suceeed seems’ hardly possible, as the 
finances of the kingdom are in a very bad 
way.

READING THE SULTAN’S FiRMAN. 


Cheers for Abbas and the Sultan-—Cairo a 
Scene of Merry making. 
(SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Carro, April 14,—The ceremony of reading 
the firman lasted only twenty migutes, At 10 
o’clock exactly Eyoub Pasha, accompanied by 
Mahmoud Bey Choukri, Chief of the Turkish 
Cabinet of the Khedive, drove up in a state 
carriage drawn by four horees. He then 
ascended the steps of the palace, over which a 
canopy had been placed, and handed the 
firman to the Khedive. The document was 
then read by Mahmoud Bey Choukri, and 
thena Turkish hymn was played, at first 
once by the English band, and afterward 
three times by the Egyptian band with inter- 
mitting cheers for the Sultan given by the 
Egyptian soldiers. Afterward the Khedival 
hymn was played three times with cheers for 
the Khedive by the Egyptian troops. The 
English troops were commanded by Sir 
Forrester Walker, the new Sirdar. Colonel 
Kitchener commanded the Egyptian troops, 
In front of the palace there were numerous 
spectators in tribunes elegantly upholstered. 
The Princess of Sweden was seated 
at a window of the royal harem.

with Admiral Turi. SirEvelyn Baring was 
accompanied by an English Admiral, who 
came as on the occasion of the ceremony of 
January with an escort of cavalry troops, who 
presented arms, a fact which called forth 
numerous comments from Moukhtar Pasha, 
who was in the palace with the Khedive.

BOMRS IN A SPANISH PROCESSION. 


Holy Thursday Worshipers Badly Fright- 
ened—No On: Hiiled, 

Maprip, April 14.—The optimistic view 
taken of the Anarchist situation here and the 
belief that the prompt action of the authori- 
ties would prevent the committal of further 
Outrages of that character has received a se- 
vere setback. At Cadiz today, which is Holy 
Thursday, there was a public procession of 
worshipers, the priests bearing religious em- 
blems and relics. A crowd watched the pro- 
cession while it was passing slowly along, 
when suddenly two men mm the crowd of on- 

kers threw two petards directly into the 
procession. Thosein hne, b ers, and 
ail at once nt a dbs in flight. In the con. 
fusion and e t the villains who threw 
the petaras made their escape and there is 
not the slightest clew to their identity. A 
number of the processionists were more or 
less injured by the explosion, but, fortunately, 
nobody was killed. Many of the people re- 
turned to the church from which the proces- 
sion originally came and offered up thanks 
for their escape from death. 

The Sccialists and the workmgmen’s asso- 
ciations are divided in regard to the arrange- 
ments for the May Day celebration.

SAMOA DEEPLY IN DEBT. 


Struggle Between the Government and 
Municipality for Customs Revenue. 
Apta, Samoa, Mareh 381.—Chief Justice 
Cedercrantz and President von Senft have 
applied to King Malietoa to write a letter re- 
quiring that all money paid into the munici- 
pa! funds for customs duties be handed over 
to the Samoan Government. When the cus- 
toms system was first started the opinion of 
the Chief Justice was asked both by the council 
and by the Consuls as to whether the customs 
belonged to the Samoan Government or to 
the municipality. The Chief Justice decided 
that the revenue went to the wunicipality. 
The reversal of the former decision is ascribed 
to the fact that the Samoan treasury is. lack- 
ing in funds. The Samoan Government has 
managed-to expend $28,000 in United States 
coin, and all it has to show there- 
for is the residence for the 
President of the Council, costing $5,000, 
and a jail, which cost $1,200. No statement of 
expenditures as requested by the Berlin treaty 
has been made by the President. The first 
intimation the citizens and the Council had of 
the intention to divert the revenue was at the. 
last meeting of the Council, when the ques- 
tion of expending about $10,000 on public 
works recommended by the Public Works 
committee was brought up and passed 
unanimously by Council, the 
President alone objecting on the ground 
than the Council might not have the funds to 
earry it out. The Councilors understood that 
there was $21,000 in id in the treasury, and 
asked the President for an explanation, which 
the latter declined to give. | 
Considerable discussion followed, the Presi- 
dent losing his temper. When the Consuls 
met to discuss the resolutions passed by the 
Council two of the Congulg voted against the 
desired improvements on the ground that as 
the municipality would lose the customs reve- 
nue they were not justified in makin 
public improvements that could not be pai 
for. Qne Consul claimed that $9,000 
a year was aniple revenue for carrying on the 
municipality, -but the British Consul pro- 
nounced this statement absurd, placing the 
necessary amount at $20,000. The ideaof tak- 
ing the funds from the municipality is to pay 
a salary to the members of the vernment 
and to the magistrates. May 15 the Samoans 
will be in arrears $130,000, not one dollar of 
which, it is claimed, can) ever be collected.

The Jews tn Berlin, 


CHicaGo, April 14.—[Editor of The Tribune}— 
The second paragraph of your special Berlin cor- 
respondent's cable published in today's iseue gives 
a decidedly misleading view of Rector Ahlwardt’s 
case. Permit me to correct the same by quota- 
tion from apaper edited by the _ distinguished 
economist and member of the Reichstag, Dr. 
Barth, in Die Nation of Feb, 27, 1802—a weekly 
Berlin publication modeled after and maihtaining 
as high a reputation as the New York Nation. 
The editor says: : 

“ The former pripcipal of one of the Berlin cit 
schools, at present an anti-Semitic agitator, Abt 
wardt, has been condemned to four months’ im- 
prisonment for insulting and libeling various in- 
dividuals, as well as the Berlin city government. 
Ahlwardt had said that the oy government was 
distributing offices as political favors. The court 
in giving judgment declared. that this had not 

en shown to be the fact in even a single case, 
and that Ahlwardt bad not proved that certain 
persons had appropriated public funds. The 
trial therefore shows nothing more than that the 
anti-Semitic movement is convicted of having one 
more vagabond and traduecér among its leaders. 
it is doubtfui whether a prominent trial was nec- 
essary to furnish this superfluous evidence, for 
Ahlwardt is neither the first nor will he be the 
last anti-Semitic of this kind.” 

“The starth revelations of the influence of 
the Jews on the lin magistracy.”’ if referred to 
at all at this late day, should have been followed 
by the statement that these very * revelations” 
had in epen court been proved to be untrue. 

The impression that your correspondont’s para- 
graph _— on many readers—whether be- 
cause of excessive sensitiveness on their part or 
malicious perversion on his I know not—is that 
ihiwardt was convicted for revealing startling 
truths instead of, as was tae case, for publisting 
brutal lies. vuLIaAN W. Mack. 


LIVE &TOCK IW GOOD CONDITION. 


The General Averages Show All Classes of 
Anim: ls Have Wintered Weht. 

Wasuinetors, D, C., April 14,—[Special.}— 
Live stock, according to Statistician Dodge, 
ought to bring the farmers good returns this 
year. 
horses for the whole country is 97.4 per cent. 
Texas, with 93, stands lowest in the scale, the 
adjoining States of Louisiana and Arkansas 
being 1 per cent higher. Nevada with 95 and 
Ohio and Indiana with 96 come next in order, 
The relatively low rate in Texas, Louisiana, 
and Arkansas is probably due more to ex- 
posure than to.disease. The ratio of losses 
for the country at large is 1.5 per cent, which 
is slightly lower than for either of the last two 
years. 

The condition of the cattle of the United 
States as to health is equal to that ot the pre- 
ceding year, or even superior to it, as nothing 
of an epidemic character is indicated as any- 
where. prevalent. So as to condition, while 
the average rate of the previous year was the 
high one of 95 in a possible 100, this year it is 
but 1.8 points less, the diminution occurring 
mainly in the States where cattie raising is 
least important to the dairy or meat markets. 

The condition of sheep is almost uniformly 
high, standing at 96.3, the result of a mild 
winter, good cure, and sufficient food. In the 
districts where mutton supply and raising of 
spring lambs is an important factor, condi- 
tion is practically pertect, owing to good care 
and shelter during the winter. Condition is 
lowest in those sections of the country where 
the winter is mild and but little care and 
shelter are given. Sheep have been remarka- 
bly free from disease during the last year. 
The average loss from all cguses is reported at 
3.8 against 4 last year. from winter 
exposure is 1.4, 

The condition of swine at the close of winter 
is considerably better than at the same date a 
year ago, the general average standing at 95.2 
against 91.3 last April. The improvement is 
general. The figures are highest in New En- 
gland and the North Atlantic States and 
in the States of the Ohio ard *he Missouri 
Valleys. In the South and S: uthwest it is 
lower, owing to the fact that swine are not so 
carefully cared for. The swine of the country 
have been healthful, being free to an unusual 
extent from either trifling or fatal disorders 
during the last season. The hog-raising States 
from which commercial supplies are drawn 
are especially free from disease. The per- 
centage of loss auring the year was but 5.4 
and the aggregate number dying from dis- 
ease 2,850,596, Last year the percentage was 
8.4 and the total loss 4,237,404.

German Fire Insurance company made an as- 
signment this afternoon for the benefit of its 
creditors on account of insufficient business. 
Its stockholders are the only persons who will 
suffer and all obligations will be met in full. 
No figures have been given out. 

New Yorx, April 14.—The final report and 
accounting of Charles W. Gould, assignee for 
S. V. White & Co., was filed in the Court of 
Common Pteas today. The unsecured debts 
amounted to $1,018,548 and the secured debts 
$1,472,000. The actual assets over the amount 
of the secured indebtedness were $353,228. 
The assignee pe out $2,087,919, leaving a 
balance in his hands of $20,000, which is avail- 
able for the expenses of the accounting.

Spencer. Before this was done George. West- 
inghouse of the Westinghouse company told 
the committee - were ee — pies at 
$6.90 per lamp. In domg this he broke away 
from Mr. Léckstaedt. 

“Altogether I think we have done the wisest 
thing,” said Director Schwab. “We caught 
these people when we could. If we had post- 
poned the matter a week or ten days the West- 
inghouse company might have joined thecom- 
bination and placed the figure at $10 or $12 
per lamp. Iwill say I have devoted more 
time to this question in the last ten days than 
I have to my private business. The same is 
true, I think, of Col. Clowry. ‘There is no use 
talking, the so-called trust has the facilities 
and the improved machinery. Besides, we are 
getting the lights at $2 less than our lowest 
estimate.’ 

“There was another element of uncertainty 
about the South Side company’s bid,’’ said 
Col. Clowry. ‘lt was relying largely on tne: 
Westinghouse company, to which itsrights as 
a bidder had been assigned. There is an in- 
junction suit pending against the Westinghouse 
company, and we didn’t know how soon it 
might be enjoined from manufacturing the 
apparatus which it intended to use. It might 
not be enjoined at all; but we have no assur- 
ance one way or the other. We want lights. 
There is no more time to waste, and a bond of 
$5,000,000 doesn’t mean lights.’’ 

“TI don’t doubt there will be sqmething of a 
howl about this matter,”’ said Director Ly- 
man J. Gage of the committee. ‘But we 
couldn’t deal i in uncertairtties with a matter of 
such importance as this.’’ 

According to the by-laws contracts of this 
magnitude can be awarded only by the Board 
of Directors, except in cases of emergency, 
when the President of the Directofy and the 
Chairman of the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings, or the Vice-Chairmen of the two 
bodies, can do the work.

FOR VISITORS OF MODERATE MEANS, 
Official Plan to Supply Food and Lodging 
= to Strangers. 

People of moderate means who visit the 
World’s Fair are going to be taken care of and 
officially protected by the Exposition manage- 
ment from extortionate charges for lodging, 
and restaurant service or meals will be fur- 
nished at reduced rates on the Exposition 
grounds. The whole, according to the plans 
of Vice-President Higinbotham, is to be con- 
ducted by the World’s Fair management. To 
accomplish the purpose a Bureau of Public 
Comfort will probably be organized and 
placed under a duly appointed chief. 

W. Marsh Kasson, who had charge of the 
Bureau of Public Comfort at the Centennial, 
has been advising for some time with the 
Committee on Ways and Means in regard to 
this matter. Mr. Kasson’s home isin Colo- 
rado. The committee hunted him up and 
called him to Chicago, where he has been for 
some time. Wednesday night a special ses- 
sion lasting three hours was devoted to hear. 
ing Mr. Kasson, and so important does Vice. 
President Higinbotham consider the subject 
that he has called a special meeting of the full 
Board of Directors for tomorrow, when fur- 
ther action will be taken. 

“I don’t believe in turning the Bureau of 
Public Comfort over to outside parties,’’ said 
Mr. Higin esterday. ‘“*I think it 
should be controlled by the directory as a 
bureau under a special chief. My plan would 
be to get the price of rooms of the various 
lodging-houses in the city. Let each one sa 
just what will be asked, give the location, a 
conveagiences, and general character of the 
rooms to be furnished. After the list is made 
up wecan send inspectors around to verify 
the statements of the lodging-house keepers, 
The inspection will be continued after the vis- 
itor is quartered, and if there has been any 
unfair treatment the house will be stricken 
frown the list. This applies to lodging only 
in the different parts of the city. 

** At Jackson Park my idea is to have a sper 
cial building, in which there will be a restaur- 
ant, lavatories, bookstore, barber shop, check- 
ss writing-rooms, reeding-rooimns, etc, 

food served here will be of a wholesome 
quality and just as Il have on my own taple, 
twill be cheaper than atthe otner restaur- 
ants, because the Exposition company will 
perforin the service at practicaily cost, and 
endeavor to make little or no profit. ‘The in- 
tention is to afford people of moderate means, 
who ordinarily could remain but a few days, 
an opportunity to remain two or three times 
aslong. The presumption being, of course, 
that the number of visits inside the grounds 
will be increased by that much. Avain, if the 
visitors who come here during the first month 
are treated well and secure accommodations 
at moderate prices they will return home and 
induce their neighbors to visit the Fair.”’ 


Will Make the “Y” Connection. 

Director James Walsh of the World’s Fair 
secured a permit.from Commussioner Aldrich 
yesterday, for the construction ofa *“Y¥” gon- 
nection to commence at a point 115 feet west 
of the alley between Stony Island avenue and 
Avenue “A ”’ with the South Chicago branch 
of the [linois Central railroad company, giv- 
ing that company a connection with the Seipp 
avenue track of the .Worla’s Columbian Ex- 
pe ow and a southern entrance to ‘the 

forld’s Fair grounds. The Illinois Central, 
however, will still need the “Y” epn- 
nection between the mdin line and the 
South Chicago ‘branch a  bloék further 
west to avoid’ switching trains from 
southern points to get them to the Fair 
grounds. **The Exposition,” said Mr. Walsh, 
‘has a right to lay this cognection under its 
ordinance — by the Council Feb. 25, and 
it is part of an agreement made by Mr. Hig- 
inbotham and myself with President Fish of 
the Illinois Central yesterday afternoon. The 
Il/inois Central will withdraw all opposition 
to the Baltimore and Ohio crossing its South 


Chicago branch at Seventy-first street and the 


injunction will be dissolved when the case 
comes up in court Monday. Mr, Higin- 
botham and myself on behalf of the Expasi- 
tion company agreed to get this ‘Y’ connec.

Private Yachts at the Fair. 

Collector Clark has received a number of 
letters asking whether there was safe and con- 
venient anchorage ground at the Fair for 
private yachts. He replied yesterday to 
George H. Barbour of Detroit and Dr. Molton 
H. Forrest of Philadelphia, that the outer 
harbor or basin, having an area of about 460 
acres, constructed by the government, and 
under tts control, was admirably adapted tio 
the purpose suggested ; that it was free to the 
vessels of all nations; ‘and that all would be 
welcome to its hospitality who choose to come 
and claim it; the more the better. The locks 
in the Welland and canals on the St. Lawrence 
River are of sufficient capacity ‘to accommo- 
dated yachts of all classes. Collector Clark 
estimates that 300 private yachts will come to 
Chicago during the Fair.

A SUBMARINE TORPEDO VESSEL’S 
AWFUL CAPACITY.

The Egg-Shaped Wooden Craft Being Fitted 
Oat Near Detroit—Built on the Lines of 
Verne’s Imeginative Sea Delver and 
Likely to Revolutionize Naval Warfare 
—Its Construction and Weapons—Gov- 
ernmental Eyes on the Boat—The neces 
of a Test Trip. 


ETROIT, Mich., April 
1 —({Special.] —A 
submarine torpedo 
boat is now lying in 
the river near the City 
of Detre:t with her 
electrical machinery 

allin place. For morethan a year it was 

building without a person outside of its pro- 
moters and builders knowing for what use it 
was intended. ‘I'he secret finally leaked out. 


The river was searched in every diréction and 


the egg-shaped craft finally located in the 
River Rouge a few miles below the city, with 
but its smokestack and ventilators sticking a 
few inches above the water, in hiding. 

The boat is 40 feet long, 10 feet beam, 14 
feet depth, 75 tons displacement, and is built 
ofseven-inch oak planking painted red. When 
in port among friends its telescopic stack and 
ventilators will be elevated and a railing fixed 
in place for the convenience of the crew. 

The engine and boiler and smokestack are in 
use solely for charging the storage battery or 
for surface navigation in port. The machinery 
is pronounced by marine men a marvel of 
strength and beauty. The vessel lies flush 
with the surface when ready for a start, its 
telescopic smokestack shortened to a few 
inches in length, the rail line gone, its man- 
hole but a wart, with glass eyes and bedy be- 
neath the surface. The enemy is now seen 
afar off. All openings are closed automatical 
ly and the electrical machinery is started. A 
fifty horse-power Jenney motor is set in mo- 
tion »y 230 storage battery cells, and 
the two' screws, which are placed 
latterly, start the boat forward. In 
this position, submerged to the surface 
line, it has taken im 1ts maximum amount of 
water ballast, and now comes the display of a 
new idea in serews, an idea on which Mr. 
Baker most prides himself. The screws are 
on double joints, which can be tipped upward 
or downward by the operator. The upper 
edge of the screw now tips forward the boat, 
and with swift revolutions it sinks steadily un- 
til the’ required depth,is obtained, when they 
are given as near an “ even keel * as may be 
necessary’ to hold it steady, and the boat

{George C. Baker, the inventor, was: born Dec. 
21, 1344, on afarm in the southern part of Cook 
County. In 1857 he removed to Pulk County, 
la., with his parents. He there completed a 
common school education, and early in 1862 went 
to the front with the Twenty-third Iowa Regi- 
ment to meet the enemies of his country. in 1879 
he invented several valuable barbed wire ma- 
chines and éntered into the manufacture of wire 
at Des Moines, la. In 1887 his company moved 
their factery to Lockport, [ll., and opened offices 
in Chicago. In August, 1891. ‘Mr. Baker sold his 
interest in the Baker Wire company and devoted 
his entire time to the building of his submarine 
torpedo beat, which he had been working on for 
six years, and which has been under contract for 
construction with the Detroit Boat company 
since December, 1890, }

Mayor Washburne Says It Can Race Thir- 
ty Days Only. ..... 


The recently

did not cause any extraordinary comment 
among the directors of the association yester- 
day.

SETTLEMENT CF DIFFERENCES BE- 
TWEEN THE NATIONS,

The Amount Is Intended to Be a Gratuity 
and Not as an Acknowledement of Re- 
sponsibility—-To Ascertain the Status of 
the British |Treaty Concerning Naval 
‘Vessels on the Lakes—Reprintinge Heory 
George’s Hooks in the “Congressional 
Record ”"—Morgan’s Testimony.

It is officially announced that there has been 
arranged a settlement of the differences be- 
tween the United States and Italy growing 
out of ‘the lynching of the Italians at New 
Orleans,’ This government by it pays for «he 
benefit of the families of the three who were 
italian subjects the sum of $25,000. ‘his, it is 
thought, will lead to the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations. ! 
| President Harrison made the announcem ent 
to his‘Cabinet three weeks ago that the nego- 
tiations were progressing so satisfactorily that 
within a shortttime Italy would havea Muin- 
ister in|’ Washington, and Minister Porter 
would return to his postin Italy. The only 
question was as to how the indemnity should 
be paid. It was thought that the funds of the 
Treasury Department might furnish the 
means without appealing to Cong ress. Now 
however, it is said that Congress may be asked 
to pass a resolution. ‘What is done by the 
United States will be as a gratuity, and not as 
an acknowledgment of legal responsibility 
for the kilh of the Italians. Tais was the 
precedent laid down in the money paid to the 
Chinese subjects, whose relatives were killed 
by the Wyomimg mob some years ago. The 
correspondence is: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WasuHINGTON, D. C., 
April 12—Sir: I congratulate you that the diffi- 
culty existing between the United States and 
Wels growing out of thelamentable massacre at 
New Orleans in March of last year is about to be 
terminated. The ident, feeling 
an injury there should be ample indemnity, in- 
structs me to tender you 125,000 francs. The Ital- 
ian Government will distribute this sum among 
the families of the victims. While the injury was 
not inflicted directly by the United States, the 
President, nevertheless, feels it his solemn duty, 
as well as the great pleasure ofthe National Gov- 
ernment, to pay a satisfactory indemnity. More- 
over, the President’s instructions carry with them 
the hope that the transaction'/of today may efface 
all memory of the unhappy tragedy, that the old 
and friendly relatuons of the United States and 
Italy may be restored and nothing untoward may 
ever ain occur to disturb their harmonious 
friendship. a

State—Mr. Secre- 
tary of State: You were pleased to inform me by 

our note of today that the Federal Government 

ad decided to pay to Italy, by way of indemnity, 
the sum of 125,000 francs, to be distributed by the 
Italian Government among the families of the 
royal subjects who were victims of the massacre 
which took place March 14, 1891, in the City of 
New Orleans. Your Excellency also expressed the 
hope that the decision reached by the President 
would put an end to the unfortunate incident to 
which the deplorable ‘occurrence gave rise and 
that the friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries would be firmly established, 

After having taken note, with much pleasure, 
of the language used by the President in his mes- 
sage of December last, and after having fully: ap- 
preciated the words of regret and censure uttered 
with so much authority by the Chief Magistrate 
of the republic, and likewise the recommendations 
to Congress t were suggested to his lofty wis- 
dom by the unhappy incident, the government of 
his Majesty is now glad to learn that the United 
States acknowledges that it is its solemn duty, 
and at the same time a great pleasure, to pay an 
indemnity to Italy. 

The King’s Government does not hesitate to ac- 
cept this indemnity without prejudice to the ju- 
dicial steps which it may be proper for the parties 
to take, and, conside the rédress obtained 
why -the relations 


between the two goverfiments, which § re- 
lations should faithfully reflect the sentiments of 
reciprocal ésteem and sympathy that animate the 
two nations, should not again become intimate, 
cordial, and friendly, as thes have traditionally 
been in the past and as it is to be hoped they will 
ever be in the future. 

In bringing out the foregoing knowledge, in view 
of the authorization given me by his Excellency, 
the Marquis di Rudini, President of the Council, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in the name of the 
Government of his Majesty, the King of Italy, 
my august sovereign, | have the honor to declare 
to your Excellency that the diplomatic relations 
between Italy and the United States are from this 
moment fully reéstablished, I hasten, moreover, 
in obedience to instructions received, to inform 
you that pending the Minister's return to this 
capital I have taken charge of the royal legation 
in the capacity of Chargé d’ Affaires.

Lonpos, April 14—A dispatch received 
here today from Rome says that a series of 
notes have been passed between Mr. Blaine 
and the Marquis Imperiali resulting in a set- 
tling of the differences between Italy and the 
United States growing out of the lynching of 
the Italians at New Orleans. Marquis Im- 
periali has advised the Italian Government 
that he has received from the United States 
Government the sum of $25,000 for the fami- 
lies of the victims.. This| money, the Marquis 
adds, was accompanied by a note from Secre- 
tary Blaine, in which he declared that, ai- 
though the wrong wag not committed direct- 
ly by the United States, the latter, neverthe- 
less, feels its solemn duty in. the premises. 
The note adds that Mr. Blaine declares that 
he feels great pleasure that the National Gov- 
ernment should pay to Italy a satisfactory in- 
demnity. ; 

In his note replying to Mr. Blaine’s com- 
munication the Marquis Imperiali said that 
Italy, with pleasure, noted the terms in which 
President Harrison referred to the matter in 
his message at the opening of Congress. The 
Marquis further says that Italy considers the 
indemnity sufficient without prejudice to any 
actions at law that may be brought by the ag- 
grieved parties. He also expresses the hope 
that the payment of the indemnity will result 
in reéstablishment of relations between the 
two governments. 


NAVAL VESSELS ON THE LAKES, 


Senate Resolutions Wili Call Up the Pres- 
ent Status of the Treaty. 
WaAsnuineton, D,C., April 14.—[Special. ]— 
A few days ago the Senate passed two resolu- 
tions calling for information from) the State 
and Navy Departments as to whether the 
agreement of 1817 between the United States 
and Great Britain relative to the restriction of 
naval forces on the great lakes within certain 
limits was still in foree, and whether any bids 
by shipbuilding plants on those waters had 
been rejected on that account. The two de- 
partments are now preparing replies to these 
questions. The reply of the Navy Depart- 
ment will state that, acting on the - advice of 
the State Department that the agreement of 
1817 was still in force, the navy authorities de- 
cided about two years ago to reject the bid of 
ex-Congressman Wheeler’s firm in Bay City, 
Mich., for the construction of a practice ves- 
sel for the Naval Academy, the State Depart- 
ment baving notified them that such construc- 
tion would be 1n violation of the terms of the 
treaty. ee 
There is a great 4nd general curiosity as to 
what the tenor of the State Department’s re- 
ply will be, A great deal of inystery has al- 
ways surrounded this famous agreement of 
1817. It was originally ratified in order to re- 
duce to a minimum the dauger of conflict on 
the lakes. The agreement provided that 
neither of the two powers should maintain 
mote than one warvessel on Lake Ontario, 
one on Lake Champlain, and two on esch of 
the upper lakes. In 1865, however,' Congress 
authorized the abrogation of this stipulation, 
accerding to the terms of the treaty, which 
provided for such abrogation on_six months’ 
notice by either power; and the State Depart- 
ment, it is known, gave notice to Great Brit- 
ain of this action of Congress, for the Senate 
about a year afterward expressed its satisfac- 
tion| at what the State Department had done. 
The notification, however, was conveyed ob- 
scurely, being tagged On at the end of a letter 
concerning other sub and it may have 
bees ove ked, as Great Britain seems never 
to have said or done anything in response to 
it, At all events it is quite certain that the 
State Department considers the agreement to 
be still in force, notwithstanding what was 
done in 1865, and the department is now being

Wasurneton, D. C., April 14.—More than 

two hours of the time of the House were con- 
sumed today in determinimg whether Messrs. 
Stone of Kentucky, Fithian, Washmgton, 
Johnson of Ohio, and Bowman could, by a 
preconcerted arrangement and under leave to 
print, publish in the Record at the public ex- 
pense and distribute under the government 
frank Henry George’s book on “ Protection 
and Free Trade.’’ While under the rules which 
govern members if printing their speeches 
there is nothing to prevent a Representative 
from using his privilege to publish that which 
if spoken on the floor would not be in viola- 
tion of the proprieties, the fact that a copy- 
righted book may in this manner be inter- 
pellated in the-Congressional Record w worthy 
of serious attention. 

Although Mr. Burrows’ attempt to have the 
Henry George matter expunged proved un- 
successful, it will probably prove fruitful of 
good results. It has accentuated the evil 
which has grown up under the lax method of 
preparing the Record. Should the Republic- 
ans carry out their threat to publish books in 
favor of protection the Record will become a 
circulating library, with Uncle Sam acting as 
the librarian and with the people bearing the 
cost of distributing the product of the brains 
of persons not connected with the public serv- 
ice. The book has been published practically 
in fullin the Congressional Record. It was 
not done in one day, but the various chapters 
of the volume have appeared in the Record 
from time to time for the last ten days.
